There ate obvious reasons this year 
why farmers 
take extra precautions on this score. 
The empire is engaged in a mighty 
strugele and ai loyal citizens will 
husband its resourccs in every possi- 
ble way. Suspicious characters 
should be watched closely 
for both here and abroad the enemy 
twill lose no opportunity to impair 
the food supply of the empire. With 


semi-tropical temperatures recently ! 
prevailing, and consequent dryness 
of the bushes and grasses, farmers 


are advised to make’ fire guards im- 
mediately wherever practicable, Af- 
ter a few days, it is pointed out, 
harvest: operations will be in. full 
‘swing and incalculalie damage may 
easily be done gr,in nd hay crops, 
ruining farmers affected ,nd possibly 
rendering hundreds homeless.

COTTON IS DECLARED 
CONTRABAND OF 


WAR 


Londen, Aug. 22.—Cotton has been 
declared absolute contraband by 
_Great Britain, according to a_ state- 
,ment issued by the foreign office yes- 
| terday. 

Cotton is one of the basic compon- 
fonts of smokeless powder and large 
quantities have been reaching Ger- 
many from.the United States since 
the war began. These will now be 
subject to seizure. The southern sta- 
|tes grow more than two-thirds of the 
entire cotton of the woild. Accord- 
‘ing to l,test figures the United Sta- 
tes figures was 11,000,000 five hund- 
Tred pound bales per year, East In- 
dies 2,400,000 bales, and for Er--pt 
1,200,000 bales, the rest of the world 
producing an almost negligible quan- 
tity. The ‘Allies of Great Britain 
since the war began have urged the 
derlaring of cotton contraband, but 
rather than embarass the United 
States unduly action has heen defer- 
red until the present time.

London, Aug. 23.—The Hague cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says 
that the German military authorit- 
ies have issued an order that cer- 
tain classes of British prisoners of 
war, especially Canadians, are hence- 
forth to be treated with increased 
severity. ‘The order is accompanied 
by an official statement giicging that 
a number of Germans interned at 
Amherst, N.S., are being kept in in- 
Banitary prisons, are badly fed and 
maltreated. On this pretext Canad- 
ian prisoners are to be deprived of 
privileges ordinarily ‘accorded prison- 
ers of war, and will be placed on 
reduced rations. 

Amherst, N.S., ‘Aug. 23.—In con- 
nection with the despatch from Her- 
lin today regarding alleged {l-treat- 
ment -and unsanitary conditions at 
the military debontion camp here, 
Major GR. Oulton, {n command — of 
the detention camp, sald tonight 
that he bad never received a com- 
plaint from ong of the 700 German, 
clyiMan prisoners confined there, but 
that, on the contrary, scores had 
expressed to him their satisfaction 
with the conditions. Major Oulton 
also said that he had had s?veral 
visits from the American consul, C. 
Forman, of Moncton, N.B., who, ac- 
cording to the commandant; had 
‘allways expressed himself as pleased | 
with the conditions found.

other way. one cutting the peak ct 
my hat in two. The shell case hit 
mé. and ‘knocked me. headlong into 
a trench. I lay unconscious ‘for I 
Goa’t know how long. I could feel 
,the warm blood running over my 
body and down my legs. I thought 
I was in for it, then a coupje ct my 
Comrades ran along the trench to 
me, One said ‘‘Oh, My God, here's 
Palmer killed.’’ I rchled over and 
pointed to my side. 
all over my uniform, my coat and 
trousers wena cut to pieces. They-cut 
away my clothing and bandaged me 
up the best.thoy. could gs the bullets 
were tallling thick and fast and cut- 
ting the sand ‘bags into ribbons. 
They took my equipment off and my 
water bag was cut right in two. It 
certainly saved my life for it chang- 
ed the direction of the shell before 
cwtting my right thigh. Well, bow 
long I lay, there I could not say as 
I was in a dream. When I came to 
I was lying in a hole that had becn 
made’ by a shell—what we call the 
Jach Johnson. They tear g hole vig 
,(nough for the cellar of , small kit- 
Chen. I crawled out of it and the 
bullets were throwing dust all round 
me. I cxrectced cn? to put me out 
of this world every minute, I had 
Lcst ali my equipment and rifle so I 
crawled across the road into anot.h- 
,er field where the grass was  qhite 
long. I found a French rifle with the 
magazin full of shelis. I saw some- 
thing crawling along a hedge about 
50 yards from me. I thought it was 


cn3 of the French but I made sure 
of him -for as he looked up I lay 
‘quite still and saw an iron cross 


pinned on his breast and then I knew 
he was a German sniper and they 
are fine shots. He surveyed the 
ground all-around and just as he 
was reaching for his rifle I shot him 
dead. I crawled on and on until I 
had comytetely forgotten my front 
and seeing some trenches in front I 
did not know whether they were the 
enemy or not and two came out to 
see me but, thank God, they were my 
comrades, Canadians too. ‘They pick 
ed me up!tand.carried me to a road 
and stopped an artillery: wagon to 
give me a lift. The Germans were 
now shelling Ypres terribly. They 
held me up and we rode through 
Ypres on the gallop over the stone 
roads, Oh, the sights I saw in that 
‘beautiful little city of Belgium, Ypres 
—human bodies lying all over the 
streets, horses lying atout, walls 
falling and fires roaring. At last I 
got to a dressing station but it had 
been shelled too as dead bodies were 
lying on stretchers and I was taken 
to another one further along. When 
taken from the wagon and carried in 
to the doctor I cried for joy, think- 
ing I had been through that hell 
and into heaven onle more, as no 
artist could possibly yaint anything 
60 bad as that;I had seen. I could 
tell you so much about this that it 
would take a book to hold it all. 
Suffice to say Iam feeling pretty 
well now and’ have had: yisitors from 
ail over. Englandito see me. The last 
few days I have been able tn go a- 
; bout on crutches and have had eev- 
eral motor drives through the coun- 
try and have been dining with earls, 
, lords, dukes and squires until I am 
almost exhausted talking. I think 
jU will be able to walk again al right 
but my leg is awful stiff as I think 
the muscles were all cut from the 
body right from the inside of the 
groin out and down over the leg 
back to the hip joint, but I don't 
think any bones were broxen or 
cracked. It took ninetcen stitches 
jto close the wound so you may have 
‘some idea what it was like. I will 
have a \arge scar for life, anyway, 
if I live long. When I am well argin 
| they will give me a week's holidays 
and then send me back to the frent
